Hand Dies at 89 


NEW YORK (U F l - J u d g e 
Learned Hand. 89, a federal judge 
for more than 
half 
a century 
whose 
eloquent 
decisions 
have 
been quoted repeatedly by the U. 
S. Supreme Court, died yesterday 
of heart failure in St. Luke s Hos­ 
pital.

Hand had retired as chief judge 
of the U.S. Court of Appeals, Sec­ 
ond Circuit, in 1951. but he stayed 
on as a retired judge to h e l p 
ease the court’s workload and to 
sit on the bench when needed.

Freed Mau Mau Chieftain 
Casts Soell Over Africa

This week Jomo Kenyatta, the 
African nationalist leader, was re 
leased by the British government 
after nine years of detention. 
And today this mysterious 68- 
year-old African 
father figure 
casts a spell over all of East 
Africa. 
What he decides to do in the 
coming weeks may influence the 
course of history in all Africa. 
Kenyatta returned to the Kenya 
political scene in 1948 after 15 
vears abroad, chiefly in England. 
Fiercely dedicated to the cause 
of African freedom and deter­ 
mined to drive all white men 
from Kenya. Kenyatta shortly had 
the whole African population in a 
ferment 
Arrested In 1952 
Tn 1952 he was arrested with 
five of his leading followers and 
tried and convicted of organizing 
Mau Mau. This secret society of 
the Kikuyu tribune, to which Ken­ 
yatta belonged, had been pro­ 
scribed because of its revolting 
and atavistic initation rites 
It 
was pledged to a blood bath of 
all whites in Kenya and wreaked 
frightful vpngeance on Africans 


who refused to join it or give it 
suoport. 
With 
Kenyatta’s arrest, the 
Mau Mau activities flared into 
open revolt which lasted nearly 
six years until it was finally ex­ 
tinguished in 1958.
